Theodore A. Emmons Died -Suddenly on 
last Friday Ewnfaj 



On Friday evening of last week at about 
eight o'clock occurred the sudden and un- 
expected death of Theodore Emmonsi an 
_ -elderly, well-known, and highly respected

* heart. His family realizing Unit he was 
rapidly growing worse, hastily Summon- 
ed a physician who arrived in a very short 
time, but medical assistance and all that 
loving hands could do was of no avail, nnd. 
he passed into a sinking spell . from which 
ho never revived, death claiming him as 
its own in lees than one short half hour 
from the moment in which he first uom- 
plained of feeling worse. His death be- 
ing undoubtedly due to the rheumatism 
goinir to his heart, and coming ns' it did 
so unexpected was indeed a severe -shock 
to his family and friends, 

Theodore A. Emmons was born in 
Hastings, Oiwego County, Now York.

. Mrs. Alfred. Eflnger, Mrs. Belle Gilbert 
nnd Don Emmons of this place and Win. 
Emmons of Chicago, all of whom survive 
him. He was-ngnin left a widower in 
December 1904, and hie eldest daughter, 
Mrs. Uucker passed away about'two weeks 
previous to that time. Of the five child- 
ren who camo to Illinois in an early day he 
was next to' tho youngest, and Is suiyivod 
by two brothers, R, -D.'; Emmons of this 
place, Harry Emmons, of Phoenir, Ari- 
sona, and ono sister at San Fmriciico, Cal.

The state highway commission is push- 
ing as rapidly as possible the construction 
of a number of cxperiaienl.il roads in 
^various sections; of tho stale. There has 
been much delay in getting this work 
started, owing to tho negotiations it was 
necessary to tako up with the various mil- 
roads for freight rates. This has permitted 
work to begin at some points and to be de- 
layed at others. 

One stretch of road has ' been completed 
nt Salem', Illinois. This, road is situated 
in Salem, township', just outside the city of 
Salem. The highway- comiuissioners of 
Sulem township applied for broken « tone, 
which whs furnished them and a piece of 
road built, by tho load commissioners; 
owing to tlio lack of ! prb'Rep 'methods, the 
road thus laid was poorly. made.' • The state 
highway commission completed about 2,200 
feet of the work with the aid of a steam 
roller nnd modern methods of construction, 
making as smooth am! fine appearing piece 
of road as can he found anywhere,. 

The width of tho macadam is about 14 
feet and put on eight inches deep; part of 
the work was' resurfacing the raid 
laid by the local commissionersj 
at the end of which was nbout 600 feet of 
newly constructed road. The exact cost of 
this work cannot be ascertained, owing to 
lack of records on the work done nrior to 
that under charge of tbe state highway 
commission. The estimated cost of Ibis 
work per mile, including grading nnd 
shaping the subgrade, hauling the stone a 
distance of about a mile and a quarter, 
spreading and rolling, is about $2,500.

The material whi . furnished free by the 
state from tho- state rock, crusher at the 
Southern Illinois penitentiary at Mcneard. 
The freight on the stone over the Illinois . 
Southern railroad was paid in ballast. 

Tho contrast betweon tho portion of the 
road built with the stoam roller ahd that 
upon which tho roller was not used, fur- 
nishes a most striking illustration of tho . 
importance of proper equipment -nnd tech- 
nical experience in highway construction. 

Tho improved piece of raid is attracting 
a "great deal of attention locally uhd tbe 
travel over other routes in thu vicinity is 
almost entirely diverted to the new road, 
in spite of the fnct that the distance is thus 
Increased. - - '-, 

There U another interesting piece of road 
work in the. vicinity of Salem, which has 
been carried on through the efforts of Mr. 
John H. Green, who for the past' six years 
has. dragged and kept in excellent condi- 
tion one mile of road near his farm. "Dur- 
ing the past winter it is said that (he 
Green road was the best piece. of road in 
the country. This piece of road has been 
keep in better condition than the average 
road in the country for less money than 
was spent on other roads where a grader 
and. four to six horses are used. It is an 
interesting fact that Mr. Green has been 
using off and on fdr tbe past fifteen years, 
a road drag v*«ry similar to what is known 
as tbe "Split Log Drag/' and has done 
much to' interest tbe beople generally in 
this work, and recommends its general 
adoption for the maintenance of earth 
roads.

Auto Expert, Convicted of Manslaughter, is 
Sentenced to Pay Heavy Fine 

The famous case oE the State vs. Edward 
Collier, charged with nnd convicted of 
manslaughter in tho,fourth degree in con- 
nection with the killing of William Dreyer 
north of Kenoaba last July, came to an end 
in the Circuit Court Monday morning, 
when Judge- Belden sentenced Collier to 
pay a fine of 81,000 and the costs of tho 
action or be imprisoned in the county jail 
for a period of six months.

The Court then in one of the most 
powerful addresses ever delivered to a pris- 
oner at tho bar in this circuit, sentenced 
Collier, Be said;

Norfolk, Va.— President Roosovolt, 
the diplomatic, naval and military rep- 
resentatives or 37 ot tho nations of 
the world, and < the- governors of a 
©core of states, participated Friday la 
tho opening exorcises of tho James* 
town Tercentennial exposition. 
■ Prom tho firing of a 'sunrise saluto 
Ot 300 guns by tho United States 
army, through the picturesque review 
of the International fleet of war ves- 
sels anchored In Hampton Roads, 
through tho ceremonies of dedication 
sit which tlio president spoko, and 
down to a late hour at night, when 
tho chief executive went aboard tho 
naval yacht Sylph to spend the night 
In the lower bay, the day was crowded 
with notable Incidents. 

' Not tho least Impressive ot tho day's 
■events was tho action of the president 
-In. assuming command of the situation 
In front of the crowded grandstand 
from which be spoke, when a panic 
-seized the surging throng of specta- 
tors. Pressed against tho guard ropes 
"by thousands ot eager persona In the 
-rear of the gathering, who were forc- 
ing; their way forward, the safety of 
life and- lltnb'.bt those who. had the 
more favored positions was endan- 
gered. With the agility of a school- 
boy, the president jumped upon the 
table which had been placed In the 
speakers' balcony and, waving his 
arms, cried out to the men of Virginia 
to live up to their traditions of gallant- 
ry and ceaso the crowding which was 
threatening the lives; of the women 
■and children in the assemblage. Tho 
crowd heeded the president's warning 
at once. 

Some ot the president's remarks — 
noticeably when he touched upon the 
subject of the recent peace congress 
In New York — wore addressed to the 
representatives of the many nations 
of the world; others were emphasized 
to the soldiers and sailors who took 
such a conspicuous part In tho day's 
rrogram, and other thoughts to which 
he gave utterance were directed to- 
ward the general public, There were 
■constant outbursts of applause and 
cheering. Especially when reference 
was made to the gallantry of the men 
who fought In tho civil war — beneath 
the banners of the north or the cross- 
iarrod flag of the confederacy — was 
-tho cheering and the applause un- 
stinted. . 

Tho military encamped about the 
-exposition grounds began tho day's 
•ceremonies with the firing of the 
sthrec-ccntury salute. Soon thereafter 
.from across the waters of Hampton 
Jtoads came the boom of ship cannon, 
signaling the beginning of the review 
by the president of the most formida- 
ble fleet of International battleships 
and cruisers the world has witnessed 
In many years, 

On board the tidy cruiser yacht May- 
flower, tho president, with a few espe- 
cially Invited guests, was greeted first 
.by a roar of 21 guns from each of the 
^vessels, foreign and American. Then, 
-as he steamed along the Iaae of the 
-visiting men of war, he was saluted 
'.Individually and In turn by every bat- 
•telshlp and crulBer at anchor In the 
'roadB. The marine picture, viewed 
.from share by thousands and from the 
itlecks of excursion. and pleasure craft 
Tby almost as many more, was at once 
imposing and Impressive. 

When his yacht had anchored In 
-tho very midst of the naval vessels, 
■tho president received on board the 
'flag and commanding officers of the 
-foreign fleet and the flag officers of 
rthe home squadron. 

The ceremonies of dedication were 
Tbrief. tho features .being the addresses 
■of President Tucker of the exposition 
* :and President Roosevelt. The latter, 
at the conclusion of his address, 
pressed the gold button, which formal- 
ly marked the opening ot the commem- 
orative enterprise. Then followed an 
informal luncheon to tho president and 
-40 other guests la the Auditorium or 
• administration building, The repast 
■ended, the president repaired again to 
the grandstand, from which he re- 
. viewed a parade of United States sol- 
diers and sailors. 



Washington, — Blngar Hermann, 
formtr congressman from Orogon, 
and former commissioner ot* the 
general land office, was acquitted of 
the 'charge of destroying public roc- 
ords by tho verdict of a Jury rendered 
at 12:40 o'clock Saturday.

United States Attorney Baker 
and many others In the court room 
congratulated the defendant.

sold to pay tho colony's debts. Tho 
property consists of COO acres of land, 
sawmill, printing plant and 20 dwell- 
ings. 

The colony was established by a 
national organization known as the 
Brotherhood of the Co-Opera tlve Com- 
monwealth, of which many prominent 
socialists were members. A portion 
of. the colonists adopted the doctrine 
of freo lovo and disaster followed.

FIRE FIGHTERS BLOWN UP. 



Two Volunteers Killed and Eight Hurt 
Near St. Louis, 

St. Louis. — Albert Zimmerman and 
John Becker were killed and eight 
men wore Injured Sunday at Luxem- 
burg, a suburb of St. Louts, by an ex- 
plosion of dynamlto, while they were 
attempting to extinguish a fire in a 
small building. Several of the Injured 
are la a serious condition, 



Pittsburg, Pa.— Two men were kill- 
ed and 100 passengers had a thrilling 
escape from a like fate in a wreck on 
tho Wabash railroad Sunday when the 
engine and one passenger coach ot 
west-bound train No. 27 left the tracks 
half a mllo west of tho BridgeviUc sta- 
tion near hero and plunged into Char- 
tiers Creek, 40 feet below. 

Tho dead are: Marlon, Boyd, engi- 
neer, of Rook Station, nnd Frank Mc- 
Isaacs, fireman, of BaTberton, Oblo. 

Tho train was made up of four pas- 
senger coaches. It was crossing n 
trestle over Chartlers Creek when the 
engine suddenly leaped from the, rails 
and. shot to the stream underneath, 
taking the first coach with tt. .The 
fore part of the engine sank several 
feet Into the mud of tho croek bed. 
•The coach was smashed to splinters by 
Ufi' terrific Impact with the locomo- 
tive. 

By what tb,e railroad men regard as 
little moro than mere chance there 
wero no passengers In the front coach. 
Tho coupling between it and the sec- 
ond coach was wrenched in two when 
tt was torn from tho trestle by the 
engine. None ot those In the three 
rear coaches knew of the accident or 
realized how close they had come to 
death until several minutes afterward 
when the .cars .deprived of motive 
power, slackened their speed and came 
to a stop. 

A new schedule went into effect on 
the rond Sunday and to this fact many 
owe their lives. Under the new sched- 
ule train No. 27 left this city 45 min- 
utes earlier and over 50 persons miss- 
ed the train for this reason. On ac- 
count ot tho reduced number of pas- 
sengers all. were placed In .the three 
rear' coaches. 

The cause of the accident is thus 
far a mystery and the railroad officials 
will give out no statement until an In- 
vestigation has been made. ,

Rockefeller Presents School with 
Midway Plalsanee Land. 

Chicago. — Land valued at 12,000,- 
000 has been # glven by *Jobn D. 
Rockofoller to the University of Chi- 
cago. Announcement of tho gift 
caused rejoicing on tho part of tho 
student body and faculty of the insti- 
tution. 

The newly acquired property Is a 
strip of land along' the Midway Plals- 
anee from Madison avenue to Cottage 
Grove avenue. Although bought at a 
cost of about $1,500,000 it Is valued at 
52,000.000 at the present time, accord- 
ing to Wallace Heckman, business 
agent of tho university, nnd consti- 
tutes Mr. Rockefeller's richest gift of 
realty to the university. Tho prop- 
erly Ib 200 feet deep. 

The new property will ultlmntolly 
bo used for the William R. Harper me- 
morial library, the proposed schoolB 
of medicine and engineering, n new 
ball park and a general alhlotlo field, 
which will be used m addition to 
Marshall field. According to Presi- 
dent Hnrry Pratt Judson the land will 
suffice for the needs of tho school 
for n generation. 

By tho present donation tho total 
of Mr, Rockefeller's gifts to tho uni- 
versity is brought to 121,316,932.

State Institutions Criticised. 

Criticism 'of the sanitary conditions 
of the aslyum for the. criminal insane 
at Chester and of the penitentiary at 
Jollet Is contained lo a report of the 
senate committee to visit penal and 
reformatory Institutions by Chairman 
Hensbn of, tho committee. On condi- 
tions at Jollet the -report Bays: "We 
visited the state penitentiary at Jc.Uet 
and fouad tho conditions most horri- 
fying. Wo believe on .careful inspec- 
tion of the institution that the *'.aie- 
should begin the removal of the insti- 
tution from Its present location ufkne- 
dliitcly, because the sanitary condi- 
tion, by reason of having practically 
no plumbing, sewerage, light or venti- 
lation, makes It criminal for. the state 
to maintain such Institution." Of the 
building for the criminal Insane tho 
report says: . "This building was cer- 
tainly fearfully and wonderfully con- 
structed. . The foundation is very bad. 
Tho most of tho matorlal used In the 
construction of tho building was of the 
very chenpost quality. Tho walls are 
very. thin, In many places, much of 
the wall consists of soft plaster and 
all of the Insldo of the, building is 
made of the most combustible mate- 
rial.* The ceilings aro very low and 
the ventilation as poor us can be." 



Of unfy Almshouses Scored* 

Appealing In the name of humanity 
and progress for the complete state 
core of mental defectives of Illinois, 
tho stnto board of charities In a re- 
port submitted to Oov. Doheon dis- 
closes In detail appalling conditions 
surrounding the Insane' In county 
almshouses. Methods of caring for 
tho InBano aro sovoroly criticised, Bpe- 
clilo instances of barbaric treatment 
being recited. Tho text of the docu- 
mant is .lengthy, consisting of 130,000 
words. It Is signed -by Dr. Frank 
Hillings, Emil 0. HIrsch, Julia C. Lath- 
rtp, Dr. John T. Bourland nnd Wll- 1 
Ham C. Graves. Tho report contains 
n history of tho care of tho inimno 
from tho earl lost tlmos to tho present, 
reviewing many horrors and closing 
with nn attack upon the legislative 
plan. to boIvo tho problem of Insanity 
In llllnola-by building up one: Institu- 
tion at tho expense of 'the other six. 
Tho plans of the board of charities 
for new buildings nnd "curatlvo treat- 
ment" at each of tho sovon Institu- 
tions It is shown provides enough ad- 
ditional room to empty all tho alms- 
houses excopt that of Cook county of 
their insane and to houao and treat 
the normal Increaao of now cases dur- 
ing tho noxt two yoars. Cook county, 
bocauso of ltB modern hospital for tho 
Insane at Dunning, Is not discussed In 
the report and does not figure in any 
of tho computations. In roferrlng to 
the memorial presented to tho Illinois 
legislature' 00 years ago by Miss 
Dorothy L, Dlx, which resulted In tho 
construction of the first state hos- 
pital for the Insane at Jacksonville in 
18<7, the report assorts that some of 
tho almshouso conditions are tho 
same to-day as at that time, No. blame 
Is attached to any person or sot of 
officials because tho almshouse con- 
ditions In many instances aro still un- 
satisfactory. It Ib argued that Insani- 
ty Is too great and difficult a problem 
for satisfactory solution by so smalt a 
governmental' unit- as a county. ■ ..The 
problem necessarily requires la its 
solution tho greater resources of' the 
state.

Employers to Record Deaths,

ploying laborers, artisans, mechanics,' 
miners, clerks or any other employes 
of any character to make a report to 
the state bureau of labor statistics of 
every Injury or death of every em- 
ploye caused by accident while In- the 
performance of any duty or. service 
for. such employer, within' 30 days 
.from the date of.BUch Injury or death. 
The state bureau of statistics Is to 
publish a compilation ot the figures at 
least once a year.

For an Individual enjoying av- 
erage health the Ingrodlents of plum 
pudding should offer no physiological 
stumbling block." 

The paper then points out that the 
pudding is generally eaten after an 
extra large, hearty meal and unjustly 
gets blamed for what is really the re> 
suit of overeating. , 

"Tho Christmas pudding," says the 
Lancet "Is a meal for a hungry man, 
for It Is hardly possible to conceive 
a more complete food. Eggs supply 
plenty of prototd, suet a sufficiency ai 
fat and bread cruinbs, fruit and 
sugars a generous proportion ef car* 
bobydratos. Moreover, moat of these 
carry the further necessaries of hu- 
man diet namely, mineral salts."

There Are 3,086 Persons In This Coun- 
try Over 100 Years Old. 

Germany has expended |I3,r>000,000 
(or ago pensions, to say nothing of 
15 55,700,0 00 for sickness and J232.7G0.- 
000 for accidents. It is strango- tliat 
this matter has not attracted more at- 
tention. In an advanced country like 
the United States, which pays -out 
more than $142,000,000 a year to army 
and navy pensioners and has spent 
A2fl-M30,2G7 in that way since 1861. 
According to tho Circle, tho census 
figures Bhow that -in 13Q0 thoro wero 
3,080,498 persons, of 05 or mora years 
In tho United Stales. This was four 
per cent of tho wholo population. Of 
these, €00,020 were of 70 to 74 years; 
160,690, 75 to 79 years; 182,304, 80 *o 
84 years; C6.389, 85 to 89 years; *8,- 
030, 90 to 94 years; 4,838, 95 to 09 
years, and 3,086, a hundred years aad 
over. Among the 3,080,498 person b of 
05 years and more, there wore 1,944,- 
951 married mon and 521,220 .married 
women, 410,565 widowers, 905,130 
widows, 89,152 bachelors and 00,858 
iplnsters,
